(xvii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be¬ 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and 
is also a bona fide displacerl persion from erstwhile 
West Pakistan and had migrated to India during the 
period between 1st January, 1971 and 31st March, 
1973. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMITS PRE¬

Note. —The candidature of a person who is admitted to 
the examination under Rule 6(b) shall be cancelled if after 
submitting his application he resigns from service or his ser¬ 
vices are terminated by his Department either before or after 
taking the examination.

(viii) writing irrelevant matter, including obscene language 
or pornographic matter, in the script(s); or 

(ix) misbehaving in any other manner in the examination 
hall; or 

(x) harassing or doing bodily harm to the -stafr employed 
by the Commission for the conduct of their exami- 
naitions; or 

(xi) violating any of the instructions issued to cnndidbtes 
along with their Admission (lieiTificatc permitting 
them to take the examination; or 

(xii) attempting to commit or as the case may be, abetting 
the commission of all or any of the acts specified 
in the foregoing clauses, 
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miyy, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal prose¬

15. Subject to other provisions contained in these rules, 
due consideration will be given, at the time of making appoint¬ 
ment on the result of the examination, to the pieference ex¬ 
pressed by a candidate for various Services/Posts in the de¬ 
tailed applicatioii form which will be supplied to him by the 
Commission if he is declared finally qualified on the result *>1 
the examination. 

16. Appointments wdl be made on probaition for a period 
of two years. The periotl of probation may be extended if 
considered necessary. 

17. Candidates will be required to pass a test in typewriting 
at a minimum speed of 30 words per minute in English or 
25 words per minute in Hindi within a period of two years 
from the date of appointment to fhe Assistants’ Grade. In 
the event of their failure to pass the test within the prescribed 
period, they shall not be entitled to draw apy further incre¬ 
ments in the Assistants’ Grade until they pass such test or are 
exempted from this requirement under a special or general 
order; and on passing or being exempted from the test, their 
pay shall be reuxed os if their increments had not been with¬ 
held, but no arrears of pay shall be allowed for the period 
the increments had been withheld. 

18. No person— 

(bi) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, haviflft a spouse living, has entered into or con¬ 
tracted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible 
for appointment to service. 

Provided that the Central Government may if satisfied that 
such matriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the othei party to the marriage and there 
are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 


19. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
efficient discharge of Ijis duties as an officer of the Service. 
A candidate, who after such medical examination, as may 
be prescribed by the competent authority, i.s found not to 
sati.sfy these requiiemcnts will not be appointed. Only such 
candidatc.s as are likely to be considered for appointment will 
be medicailly examined. 

20. Success at the examination confers no right to appoint¬ 
ment, unless Ciovernment arc satisfied, after such enquiiy as 
may be considered necessary that the candidate having regard 
to his character and a<ntccedent,s is suitable in all respects 
for appointment to the Seiwicc/Post. 

21. Conditions of Service for Assistants in the Indian 
Foreign Service (B), the Railway Board Secretariat Service, 
the Central Secretariat Service and the Armed Forces Head¬ 
quarters Civil Service arc briefly stated in Appendix II.
